“It was thought that ‘the estimate 
ag somewhat on the optimistic 
side, but preparations were made 
nt Kaitack:to receive them and: 
oMicials of the Asiatic Petroleum 
Company, who had charge of the 
arrangements for further supplics 
of of] and gasolene, went over to 
aetlot aerodrome tu: await the arrival 
of the now famous monoplane. 


British Planes Sent Up. 


Meanwhile British Fairey 
plane had heen sent up from 
Kaltack to meet the ‘flyers, this 
going into’ the, air: shortly after 
eleven o’clock. - Mennwhile a num- 
ber ‘of Air Force officers and 
pressmen had assembled — at 
the aerodrome ; but still . there 
was no sign ‘of the flyers. The 
British plane’ returned. shortly ‘be- 
fore, 2.30, the flying officer saying 
thal he had seen nothing of the 
“Pride. of Detroit.” He reported 
that flying conditions were fair, 
there being some‘rain and slight 
wind. The plane, - however. did 
not go far afield and manéeuvi- | 
ed‘in a radius of about thirty 
miles. 

Shortly, after this machine had 
landed and been housed in its 
Hhangar “another similar’ plane 
went, up.with the object of carty- 
ing outa further search for the 
flyers ‘and if necessary guiding 
them towards ‘the aerodrome. 
There were several false alarms 
that thé “Pride of Detroit” had’ 
been sighted these being given by 
officers in an attempt to relief the 
monotony of waiting. 


The Monoplane Arrives, 


Suddenly a cry rang out through 
the aerodrome that the monoplane 
had been sighted and there was. 
then a general rush to see if this 
latest alarm was false, or true.

GOLD AND SILVER ARE- 
‘ LACKING. 


UNDEVELOPED’ FIELDS. 


There are two erroneous popu- 
Yar conceptions of China’s mineral | 
_'yesources, According to the one, 
the Celestial Empire is a country 
avithout minerals, ‘being’ even 
: .obliged to import gold and silver 
‘for monatary purposes, writes Mr. 
D. H., Scheifley in the Far Eastern 
Review. According to the other, 
‘China abounds in most of the use- 
Tul‘and precious minerals, ‘only 
tho superstitious ‘convictions of 
her people having prevented their 
development. Although there . ig 
. truth in both these extremes, yet 
- both are perhapa ‘equally far from 
the facts, especially if we ex- 
cept a few minerals which have 
not been found in- China, Thus 
there remains a considerabie 
- medium ground, making it possible 
for the Chincse to possess mineral 
. resources well- worth considering. 
Indeed, save for this fact, the 
. weatern' nations would. have been 
less eager to secure ‘concessions 
in the Celestial Empire. 


True, the’ Chinaman -is 
eminently ia tiller ofthe soil. 
Brought up in the Confucian cult 
of simplicity and frugality, he in- 
plines ‘to regard the exploitation 
of mineral riches ax something 
yerging-on theft. Accordingly, if 

.,ores cropped out at the surface 
. Gn his country; they belcnged to 
the sovereign, But-China’s rulers 
utilized copper especially for coin- 
. age purposes, a fact attested by 
the manetary vogue of this metal 
in the Celestial Empire throughout 
forty-five centaries. As ‘for salt 
‘and iron, these were government 
monopolies long before the Chris- 
tian era; and Chinese" history re- 
cords many ‘edicts, against the 
creation of private’ metallurgical 
_, enterprises, the lnst having been 
_in 1850. -

“So, despite ‘China’s valuable’ 
resources, the meagre development 
of. her mining, . establishments 
should occasion no surprise. - Nor 
inthis respect has the government 
_ particularly. favoured its own 
citizens. To be sure, in mining 
mattera as in. those regarding 
railways, commerce and industry, 
foreigners have been held in check 
by means of rigid restrictions and 
a formidable .””,,pdministrative 
. dnertian . , : 


Notwithatanding. such unfayour- 
able conditions, a few mining con- 
“eousions were’ granted to foreign- 
era in the years-prior to the Boxer 
- disorders of — 1900. Similarly,' 
some native enterprises ‘were 
created. But nowhere did results 
fulfil expectations, . As if to

Konnersreuth. . As a child.she was 
normal and healthy. In the spring 


‘lof 1918, while she was helping to 


extinguish a fire which had broken 
out on the farm of her employer, 
she had a serious accident, by 
which she was completely paralysed. 
In 1919 she went blind. Althoug! 
four doctors were ealled ‘to her 
beside, no saisfactory diagnosis 
was established. In the spring of 
1923 she regained her eyesight; in 
May, 1925, she regained possession. 
of her limbs. According to’ her 
story, the first healing took place 
on the anniversary of the beatifi- 
cation of her namesake, Teresa, 
and the'second on the anniversary 
of her canonisation, 


Wounds ‘That Bleed. sy 


Since Good Friday, 1926, more- 
over, Therese Neumann has borne 
stigmata not only on her hands and 
feet, but also on the left breast, 
and her forehead is‘ said to show 
marks of the crown of thorns. All 
her wounds, and algo her eyes, are 
said to bleed jevery Friday. At} 
these times the peasant maid has 
visions, and describes ecstatically 
all the incidents in the story of the 
Passion. In-the midst of these de- 
scriptions she is said'to break out 
suddenly-into’ Aramnic, and expert, 
linguists re reported to. have 
visited her bedside and confirmed 
the correctness of her apeech. " 

It is aaserted that Therese Neu- 
mann hag not eaten for. several 
months; only with the greatest dif- 
ficulty is she able to swallow daily

solved in a ‘few drops of water. 
Notwithstanding the extraordi- 
nary details: which this story con- 
ting, a Roman Catholic priest: who 
is a Professor of Theology and has 
studied the matter assured me that 
the case should be taken in all seri- 
ousness. He told me that it was a 
fact that the Bishopric of Gegens- 
purg had sent two Franciscan nuns 
to Konnersreuth, who had watched 
Therese day and night for the ‘last 
few months, and confirmed accounts 
of her prolonged fast.

A GATHERING OF 
WOODPECKERS. 


In one of his lectures delivered 
at the Banff Springs Hotel, Dan 
McCowan, the well-known Can:- 
dian naturalist, tells 2 wonder- 


fully interesting story concernin 

a wild bird convention held in tho 
Canadian Pacific Rockies during 
the fall of 1926, At that time the 
Banff Springs Hotel was wnder 
construction and ‘large numbers 
of stractural stce] workers ‘were 
engaged .in uprearing -the fabric 
around which a dream palace had 
been evolved. . There was the loud, 
clanging of steel 
girdens were Hfted and guided in- 
to place. Winches rattled and:en- 
wines hissed incessantly, Above 
all other sounds rose the staccato 
‘rat-tat-tat" of scores of rivetiniy 
hammers, Far up the Forty Mile 
Valley of the Bow this sound was

It is now many 
months-since the temporary bridge 
was erected, pending the’ erection 
of a new one. Long and patient 
hdg.been the wait for the open- 
ing of the new bridge. It. is 
Indeed cheering to read that the 
question as to whether the new 
bridge can be quickly finished, ‘or 
whether the “temporary bridge 
shall be replaced, is being con- 
sidered. It ig to be hoped that the 
new bridge will win. The new 
structure ig a distinct improve- 
ment on the original one, which 
succombed ‘to the 1928. typhoon.

Companies’ Bid for New 
Powers. . 
Considerable apposition ig likely 
to be aroused by the decision of the 
railway companies to seek Parlia- 


mentary powers enabling them to 
operate road motor services un- 


‘hampered by the present restric- 


tions. The latter, which ‘are im- 
posed by statute,’ severely limit the 
companies, and recent attempts to 
go beyond those limits have met 
with mark hostility. It is to be 
noted that the present is the first 
occasion on which all the railway 
companies have acted together in 
the . matter, . although” they 
have lately taken . commu. 
action in regard to making 
representations to ° the ‘Govern- 
ment concerning the anomalies 
of the aituntion, and have also en- 
deavoured, with some success, to 
secure the co-operation of the rail- 
way trade unions. Their latest 
step is of the more interest as it 
follows sa cloaely on the policy of 
reducing shortdistance fares in dis- 
tricts ,where motorcoach and om- 
nibus competition is particularly 
severe, st 

It ig rather unfortunate that the 
position should have become obs- 
cured by interminable arguments 
ae to whether the railways, in their, 
canacity of Tocal ratepayers, are 
gubsidising their highway competi- 
tors by;contributing more than they 
should towards the cost of. main- 
taining and repairing. the roads 
used by those competitors. This 
has really nothing to do with the: 
matter, the point ‘at issue being 
whether arbitrary and narrow res< 
trictiona on the provision of, road 
services by railway companies are 
not injurious to the interests both’ 
of their sharcholdersand the public 
The’ restrictions are certainly illo- 
gical, since they often make it im- 
possible for the companies to pro- 
vide useful supplementary facilities 
to their train services in districts 
where road transport is in need ‘of 
develapment. This applies’ to both 
goods and passenger traffic. 

As an instance of the difficulties 
which the companies, have to eri- 
counter, the fate may be cited of 
the Bill promoted a few years. ago 
by the companies now forming the 
London,’ Midland and Scottish. 
They did not ask for unreasonable 
powers, and the extent to which:

Sometimes moisture, after a car; 
is washed, gets into the distribu- 
tor, especially if the casing isn't 
moisture nroof., Mere drying. out 
would correct that fault, but to 
prevent a reoccurrence it ‘might be 
best to pour some sealing wax 
over, the distributor terminals on 
top. 

Otherwise a brush. may make 
poor contact in the distributor or 
there may be poor contact from 
rotor spring ‘to centre terminal, 
Tightening may help, but this ‘part 
may require replacement,

In case of further trouble, espe. 


cially if missing ig irregular, we 
might look to the compression. If 
the ear doesn’t pull’ well, if it 
seems to be “slopping”’ along too 
easily and there is no “feel” of a 
pull at the wheel, you may be as- 
sured the’ engine’s-compreasion is 
at fault, - 

That means, generally, the yalves 
need grinding and resetting, car- 
bon needs to be scraped and per- 
haps the pistons require new rings, 
The last, however, doesn't happen 
often unless the car isn’t’ oiled 
regularly and is otherwise abused.

HAZARD TO HEALTH? 


.A writer in’ Industrial and ‘En- 
gineering Chemistry calls « atten- 
tion ‘to. a possible hazard to 
human life involved in the indus- 
trial method by. which ailks are’ 
given additional weight. . 

-Among the sybstitutes used for 
this ‘purpose are lead and tin. 
Lead dosts' approximately one- 
tenth as much as tin, and this has 
npparently been,a factor in_ the 
adoption ot the method of weight- 
ing silk with tin-lead phosphate 
instead of tin tetra-chloride. 

It seems, moreover, that silk 


-| weighted with lead salts seems to 


deteriorate more slowly than silk 
weighted ‘with tin. From = th 
standpoint of health, it seems pos- 
sible that lend-weighted silk, used 
particularly in underwear, by com-: 
ing into contact with the various 
seeretions of the skin, may bring 
about some absorption, of lead. 
Lead is a cumulative poison, and 

many people wil] remember the 
diMicultics involved in the possi- 
bility of lead “poisoning from 
gasoline, However, — the 
view js theoretical, sinee polson- 
ing from.this.souree has not been 
reported, 

In addition to the possibility ‘of 
injury to health, lead may be -ex- 
tracted in benzine baths used by 
ery-cleaners so that an occasional 
white suit will turn) gray” wher 
wool which contains sulphur is 
brought into contact with the silk 
which’ contains lead. Lead 
weighted fabrics also tend to turn 
darker on exposure to air in which 
there may ‘be smiil amounts. ‘of 
sitphur. 

The editor ‘of Yndustrial and 
Engineering Chemistry says thit 
‘he weuld prefer a tin shirt to: a 
lead one.” In any event, the pur- 
chaser ought fo know whether or: 
not the matepial pyrchased ‘con- 
chemicals, and 
there would'seem to be reason Lor 
research as.to the exact extent of 


the hazard.

A CHANCE AT REPULSE BAY. 


(Contributed.) 


Yesterday morning's destruction 
of matsheds at Repulse Bay, hag 
surely , provided the Government 
with an. excellent excuse to: put 
into immediate operation, a mo- 
dern, scheme for the provision of 


, [bathing facilities’ at that resort. 


Public opinion is. undoubtedly 
in favour of abandoning the flimsy 
matshed in favour of o more per- 
manent structure,- and not only 
that, but under a new. system, 


many people who are at present} 


unable to secure a site, should -be 
able to obtain accomodation were 
the’ matter arrangef on a fair 
buainess basis, : 

“Since the last typhoon, matshed 
owners have received a notifica- 
tion from the Government to the 
effect that before sheds ‘are re- 
erected, it will be necessary to 
comply. with conditions which aim 
at bringing .the structures into 
better alignment. This alone shows 


that there is, an official hope to}: 


make’ some improvement in the 
present jumbled system, and the 
thought naturally strikes one that 
the matter should be tackled from 


an entirely new angle. 


It is therefore suggested that 
bathing hats be built of a strong 
materia), fireproof if possible, and 
that an annua) rental be fixed 
and a list opened for, those who 
would be prepared to rent 
game. I am agsured that a 
material does exist © ‘which 
would prove ‘most serviceable, 
and with which suitable huts could 
be erected at approximately $500 
each. The life of these, huts 
would be from eight to ten years, 
and if an anriual rental of say $100 
were charged, there would be suffi- 
cient margin to cover cost of main- 
tenance, caretaking, etc. “ 

This is merely a suggestion, but 
it is earnestly hoped 'that as such, 
it will at least receive considera- 
tion, If it is not feasable, the 
subject can naturally, be dropped, 
but until it is found: fo be but an 
idle proposal there is sound argu- 
ment in favour. of it being fully 
i igated. In any case, if en-
